Charter Renewal Reminder 


Each Cub pack, Scout troop and Explorer 
post in the Chicago Area Council is required 
to be rechartered annually by the National 
Council, Boy Scouts of America. The charter 
renewal process gives every unit an oppor- 
tunity to re-evaluate its strengths and weak- 
nesses, and also allows the sponsoring insti- 
tution to re-evaluate its Scouting program. 

Charter renewal is the ideal time for units 
to hold their annual 21-point official inspec- 
tion, when members of the district commis- 
sioner’s staff will meet with the unit to hold 
the inspection. Leaders of units scoring at 
least 15 points will qualify for phase five of 
the “Do Your Best for America” achieve- 
ment program.

The Chicago Area Council now has a membership of 48,890, 133 boys over 
our goal of 48,757. This represents an over-all Council increase of five percent 
for the year, in line with the plan for the Council’s long-term Years of Decision 


goal of 100,000 boys by 1970. 


Eighteen of the Council’s 25 districts exceeded their goals in this “Go” Roundup. “Much 
of the success of the campaign rests on the effectiveness of the Col. John Glenn campaign,” 
said Major General Lloyd R. Moses, Roundup chairman. “However,” he went on, “there 
were really five parts to our success.” He listed them as follows: the John Glenn campaign, 
which made extensive use of radio and television advertising, billboards and car-cards; 
prompt re-registration of all units, ensuring continuity of membership of both leaders and 
boys; the Governor Kerner Achievement Awards Program, which helped unit leaders 
to upgrade their units in a number of ways; the hard work of the staff of some 500 
Scout commissioners; and the dedication of all leaders to the ideal of helping more boys, 
To the men and women behind all these efforts, Well Done!
